19 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph (as addressed in Paragraphs 3-8 of the 
Final Office action mailed on April 6, 2004) are hereby withdrawn. 

2. Applicants' argument traversing the Examiner's prior art rejections made on 
present claims 3-9 was carefully considered but was not found to be persuasive. 
Applicants argue that the polymer of Urano is different in structure from that of present 
invention.
